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While Edmonton has been obsessing over the proposed down 
town arena project and its impact on downtown, a major revital 
ization project is actually at the shovels-in-the-ground stage 

The Boyle Renaissance project, which was marked by a 
groundbreaking ceremony last week, is the first step in the long 
delayed beginning of the rebirth of Edmonton's blighted down 
town east end 

Encompassing a mere two-and-a-half block area between 
95th and 96th Streets, from 103A Avenue north to the LRT 
tracks, Boyle Renaissance will take years and millions of dollars 
to complete, but is expected to be the catalyst for the redevelop: 
ment of Edmonton's parking-lot pockmarked east end. 

The Boyle Renaissance, despite its high-tone name, does not 
represent the beginning of the gentrification of the area, but it 
will bring hundreds of new residents to an area that is currently 
little more than empty buildings, a salvage yard and a bottle de- 
pot 

Phase 1, to cost $42 million, includes: 

+ 150 affordable housing rental units (19 studios, 61 one-bed 
rooms, 15 one-bedroom accessible, 55 two-bedrooms) in a com: 
plex called YMCA Welcome Village; 

+a family resource centre for parents and families, as well as a 
day care for 76 kids, also by the Edrnonton YMCA 

+a 14,000 sq. ft, community centre for Boyle Street and sur 
rounding areas, run by the Boyle Street Community League 

+ underground parking for 70 vehicles. 

Despite the obviously dire need for revitalization, this kind of 
project does not arise from the ground overnight. From the time 
the idea of revitalizing the eastside of downtown was hatched by 
former city councillor Michael Phair and Mayor Stephen Man 
del, to the groundbreaking ceremony last week, four-and-a-half 
years have passed. And Walter Trocenko, manager, housing and 
projects for the city, has been there every slow step of the way. 

Boyle Renaissance took some imaginative thinking, Trocenko 
says. 

“The perspective at the time was to bring like-minded social 
agencies to leverage their operating models and their resources 
to provide social benefits to a community that was clearly in 
need of help,” says Trocenko. 

“It truly is a collection of like minded groups coming together 
to provide community outreach in an area that was in desper- 
ate need of it, and that’s both on the market side and the non- 
market side.” 

The initial vision plan for the area goes back to February 
2008. But after two-and-a-half years of talking and planning, 
that vision changed many times, so much so that Trocenko says 
the finished vision “landed in a place that I don’t think anybody 
would have anticipated at the beginning of this process.” 

The much more grandiose original plan called for 900 hous- 
ing units for up to 1,100 residents, at a cost of $185 million 

Although the Boyle Renaissance area itself was pretty much 
bereft of permanent residents — the seedy, now closed York Ho- 
tel is one of its most prominent buildings, and all the previous 
residents have been relocated — the residents of the Boyle Street 
community were most impacted, and they had a lot to say. Ini 
tial plans that called for substantial social housing — and no 
market housing — led to concerns of “ghettoizing” of the area 
The Boyle Renaissance Advisory Committee, which consisted 
of upwards of 45 people, met once a month for two years to 
come up with the final plan, 

The York Hotel, now owned by the city, is a problem. The

community, says Trocenko, has an attachment to the building, 
which was built in 1913, for its historical significance, although 
the city’s heritage department says it does not have significant 
historical significance. The city is attempting to find someone 
to occupy the building (there is talk of an artists’ village) but to 
date it has proven to be too big and too run down for anyone to 
consider. He is confident, however, that a new purpose will be 
found for the building by next year. The current scrap yard also 
has historical significance, as it is home to the old Edmonton 
Iron Works building, which dates back to 1903. 

Trocenko has been with the city for 30 years — which is pretty 
much as long as the city has tned to redevelop the east side of 
downtown. Boyle Renaissance is the biggest leap forward in de 
veloping downtown in his career, he says. 

“We've been at this for three decades,” Trocenko says. “We've 
been close a few times in the past, but we've gone further in this 
attempt than we have previously 

The Boyle Renaissance is the springboard for the more com- 
plete redevelopment of east downtown, an area the city has 
dubbed The Quarters. It is home to about 2,400 people, and a 
tremendous number of surface parking lots 

“We have all the ingredients to do some absolutely amazing 
things with our downtown eastside.” 

Trocenko says the urban design plan for the area is as good as 
anything in the world, and the public is onside 

“We rezoned 500 parcels of land in The Quarters, and only 
had two people who came out to object to the rezoning.” 

The next phase of Boyle Renaissance is a 90-unit seniors 
complex, to be built by the Metis Capital Housing Corp. and 





the Canadian Paraplegic Assoc., which is expected to begin 
construction in 2011. It’s in Phase 3 that more market housing 
comes into play, but it won't be the traditional condo units. 

“This area isa little edgy, and the kind of market developments 
that will be successful in this area need to recognize that 

The perception of the entire east downtown area is changing, 
he says. Trouble spots have been closed, and residents are taking 
pride in their neighbourhoods 

Thim Choy, president of the Boyle Street Community League 
and a 40-year resident of the area, whose home and business 
face the first phase of the redevelopment, is generally happy 
with the project, but he has some long-term concerns. 

“It will redevelop and rejuvenate the area,” says Choi from his 
business, Edmonton Cash Register. “It is a good project — any 
thing that redevelops an area is good.” 

But Choi says when the first discussions on the project began, 
the Boyle Street Community League wasn't even included in the 
discussions. While he's happy with the finished plans, he’s con 
cerned that the new community league building — for which the 
league will pay a dollar a year for five years — will prove to be too 
expensive for the league to operate once the five years is up. 

Overall, though, reaction in the Boyle-McCauley community 
is positive, says Paula Kirman, editor of the Boyle-McCauley 
News, the community newspaper for the area 

“There's a lot of optimism about what is going on now,” says 
Kirman. “It's been one of these situations where there has been 
a lot of talk and not a lot of action, Finally, something is happen- 
ing, and there is a lot of optimism that the project is really going 
to change the face of that part of the inner city.”

yet not-totally-gentrified food court

uitous fast food franchise on one 
side and that almost-as-ubiquitous 
sub place on the other, a few mav- 
erick kiosk operators still ply their 
trade — the marvelously homestyle 
Discovery Café, the chafing-dish 
Chinese feast of Oriental Gourmet, 
Nikki's trademark donairs and, so 
I've noticed of late, the offerings of 
Antonio’s, a formerly stereotypi- 
cally Italian take-out kiosk. 

The big light-up ads for gooey 
pizza~and~ unwieldy lasagna~ stil! 


dorninate Antonio's menu board, but 
handmade signs announce that they 
now serve chicken broodje shaorma, 
lahmacun and Anatolian lentil soup, 
among other Turkish fare. Faced with 
the choice of brand-intensive, nutri 
tion-lite mall-fare and an unknown 
quantity, | know where my money's 
going every time. 

And here's where it pays off. An 
me of 
man'ouche, 2 beloved 
street food in parts of the Middle 


tonio'’s lahmacun reminds 


pervasive, 


East that's sort of reminiscent of piz- 
za, but rolled up for ease of transport 
and eating. Also, cheap. At just $3 
Antonio's lahmacun does not disap- 
point — a thin, bready crust is slath 
ered with savoury tomato sauce and 
ground meat, baked til just crispy, 
then filled with a salad of lettuce, to 
mato and red onion in creamy dress- 
ing and, at your request, hot sauce 
Chase it with a $3 bow! of hearty, 
velvety Anatolian lentil soup and 
you'll never want to look at another 
curly fry again 

The $4 chicken shawarma sand 
wich is also worth trying — a gener- 
ous portion of aromatically seasoned 
chicken stuffed into a crusty bun 
with salad and a garlicky dressing, 
which also goes well with Antonio's 
soup. The service is friendly, every- 
thing is'made from scratch and the 


flavours are potent enough to stay 
with you all afternoon

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INDY PARKING LOT SPELLS TROUBLE 


The Edmonton Indy has come back to 
life, a noisy and cash-hungry zombie that 
will continue to drain the city without much 
measurable benefit. 

The city reached a new deal with pro- 
moter Octane last week to keep the race at 
the Gtty Centre Airport, by offering an addi- 
tional $3 million to repave a closed runway. 
Private partners will contribute $1 million, 
with the remaining $2 million coming from 
the city, And that's in addition to $7 miltion 
insponsorships and extra service costs. 

The city’s past experience offers little to 
indicate that Edmonton will receive a retum 
onthis investment. Previously, attendance 
numbers have not been released, and any 
perceived economic benefit is extremely 
hard to measure. If the city gets involved 
with these kinds of schemes, it should think 
like a business. Octane will make a profit on 
the Indy, and so should Edmonton. 

The city hopes to recoup the $2 million in 
additional costs by operating a parking lot 
on the area. The parking lot should take in 
$450,000 per year. 

Coun. Don Iveson, who voted against 
the deal, says that a parking lot to serve 
NAIT students and the community around 


Kingsway Mall would be a step backwards 
in terms of encouraging altemate forms of 
transportation. The new LRT line to NAIT, 
witha stop on Kingsway, is scheduled to 
open in 2014 

The parking lot is expected to be a temp: 
Tary measure for the next three to five years. 
Whether or nat that’s the case remains to 
be seen. As Iveson says: “My experience has 
been in this city that once you build a park- 
ing lot, it’s hard to pry it from commuters’ 
cold dead hands” 

That could interfere with council's plans 
to develop the airport lands as a sustain 
able community. At the very least, putting 
up a parking lot could further delay the 
tedevelopment. At the worst, the costs of 
the Indy could become an excuse to keep 
the parking lot open, and potentially ruin 
Edmonton's chance to build a world-class, 
model sustainable community steps from 
downtown. Endangering that vision in order 
to host an event that takes place one week 
out of the year is extremely short-sighted. 

If the parking lot is indeed a temporary 
measure, Edmonton can bet on coughing up 
More money in the next round of 
negotiations. 





ALITTLE LRT HELP, PRIME MINISTER 





Prime Minister Stephen Harper may have 
dashed Edmonton's hopes for hosting Expo 
2017, but he can still come though with 
substantial transit funding. 

City transit manager Bob Boutilier has 
rightly called on the feds to come up with 
money for the LRT, even though the city 
won't be hosting the world’s fair. 

Not counting the roughly $1 billion the 
feds spent on the G8 and G20 summit in 
‘Toronto, Harper gave The Big Smoke $697 


million for the York University LRT extension 
last year. Surely, Edmonton deserves the 
same kind of consideration. 

if Harper does come though, the city could 
get a better LRT line than if Edmonton did 
host Expo. Planners won't be pressured 
into building lines for a one-time event 
and prices won't balloon because of a hard 
deadline. 

Transit funding will also be politically 
much easer to sallow.

Back on Oct. 25, when the Stelmach 
government reluctantly began the 
fall session of the legislature, the To- 
ries were looking forward to a rather 
sleepy cruise through to the Christ- 
mas wining-and-dining season. 

Sure, there were lots of bills. The 
Government Organization Amend- 
ment Act. The Fuel Tax Amend- 
ment Act. The Scrap Metal Dealers 
and Recycling Act. The Dangerous 
Goods Transportation and Handling 
Amendment Act. Yes, that kind of 
stuff. 

This is the way the Tories oper 
ate, and have operated for many 
years. Keep the legislation dull and 
uninspiring — at least on the surface 
— cloaked in any number of guises 
about transparency, or time saving 
or money saving. With any luck, the 


opposition parties will have nothing 
to shoot at, the media will get bored 
and the whole bothersome exercise 
will just go away. 

Ah, the best laid plans of mice and 
Stelmach . 

This session of the legislature, in- 
tended to be a snooze inducer, has 
instead turned_on the Tories. I've 
been watching the legislature for 
some time, and rarely have | seen a 
government look in more disarray 
and chaotic, A quiet, boring, get-it- 
done-and-get-out session turned on 
a dime. Or more accurately, on a let- 
ter. 

As much as | would like to give 
the credit to the opposition parties, 
who did yeoman’s (yeowoman? yeo- 
person?) work, for the most part 
they were just going along for the 
ride, happily swept along in a wave 
of leaked documents and ill-advised 
emails. When the letter from the 
emergency room doctors emerged, 
warning the government the system 
was in crisis and close to collapse, 
the Stelmach government's agenda 
‘went entirely off the rails. Suddenly, 
it was all health care, all the time. 

This edition of the Perpetual Gov- 
ernment does not handle crisis well 
— and make no mistake, this was 
one, long crisis session. The disgrace 
of Alberta's emergency rooms, and 


the government's utter indifference 
to warnings from emergency room 
doctors, was bad enough. Then came 
the unexpected PR fiasco of Alberta 
Health CEO Stephen Duckett's ill- 
advised cookie diet, a minor incident 
that was blown out of proportion 
and resulted, ultimately, in his firmg, 
and a mass exodus from the Alberta 
Health superboard. But when Raj 
Sherman, a previously obscure MLA 
from Edmonton-Meadowlark (who 
succeeded an even more obscure 
MLA from €dmonton-Meadowlark, 
whose name escapes me) sent off an 
ill-advised e-mail blasting his own 
government for its ineptitude in han- 
dling emergency rooms — and that 
letter found its way to the Calgary 
Herald = a martyr/hero was born 
and the crisis only worsened, 

The Sherman episode provided 
a wonderful example of how not to 
handle a troublesome employee. Ini- 
tially, the Tories did everything right. 
Sherman was treated with kid gloves 
owing to the illness of his father and 
his general state of exhaustion. Ev- 
erybody, it appeared, loved Raj and 
wanted nothing but the best for him. 
But then, Sherman carried on with 
his gripes about the government, 
specifically saying that the former 
health minister, Ron Liepert, was

CANADA HAS AN IMPORTANT 
ROLE AT THE UN CLIMATE 
CHANGE CONFERENCE

CANCUN, Mexico — Will Canada 
step forward as a world leader at the 
UN climate change conference? Or 
sit back and do nothing, 

Negotiators from around the world 
have gathered in Cancun this week 
for the UN conference on climate 
change. An anticipated 15,000 will 
take part in the meetings running to 
Dee. 10. 

The ultimate goal for negotiations 
is to develop a climate treaty to en- 
hance previous efforts under the 
Kyoto Protocol. Even though the 
much-anticipated Copenhagen meet- 
ing last December did not deliver the 
intended result of a legal treaty, there 
is still potential to make significant 


progress in Cancun. The decisions 


outcome should aim for a decision to 
stop “deforestation and degradation 
of natural forests and related emis: 
sions completely, by 2020." The 
outcome on forestry decisions will 
shape the ability for world leaders to 
keep climate change below danger- 
ous levels, A forestry decision must 
be agreed upon in a way that respects 
and upholds the governance of local 
communities and nations 

Like any political issue that is suf- 
ficiently large, money is bound to 
come into the picture. Financing cli- 
mate change schemes in developing 
countries is now a linchpin issue at 
the UN. The outcome on finance de- 
cisions can help gather momentum 
or dismantle cooperation. A report 
issued to the UN Secretary General 
urged for the inclusion of major 
multilateral development banks, like 
the World Bank, into the negotiat- 
ing process. For many developing 


to the flooding in Pakistan. The de- 
velopment of an Adaptation Frame: 
work in Cancun can ensure funding 
for those countries that need it most 
so they can adapt to these changing 
weather patterns. 

But success in Cancun also depends 
on the negotiating atmosphere, an 
outcome that is less tangible than 
forestry or finance. A successful out 
come also requires a sense of trust 
and cooperation among countries in 
order to garner support in collective 
action. This past year in the prepa 
ratory climate meetings to Cancun, 
negotiators continually emphasized 
the need to restore trust between 
developed and developing countries 
After the Copenhagen meetings of 
last December, largely known for the 
underwhelming 
the “Copenhagen Accord,” negotia 
tors need to build a’spirit of support

made by-next week will determine 
whether a fair and legal treaty can be 
reached next year. 

What can be decided in Cancun? A 
positive outcome in Cancun will re 
store_confidence in collective action 
so that leaders can develop a full cli- 
mate treaty by next year Sure, these 
meetings are known for the (often 
esoteric) debate on emissions reduc- 
tion targets, the success of Cancun is 
hinged on more than just stark num- 
bers. Some areas where progress can 
be made relate to forestry, financing, 
and support for adaptation. 

As a major sink for carbon emis 
sions, forestry protection is a vital 
part of a successful climate deal 
According to the Climate Action 
Network International, the largest 
coalition of environmental non-gov- 
ernmental organizations, the Cancun 


countries and environmental groups, 
this outcome embodies the worst 
turn the UN can take. As an institu- 
tion known to lack transparent and 
demoeratic standards, a World Bank 
presence in the climate meetings will 
undermine trust in the climate meet- 
ings and dismantle cooperation. En- 
vironmental groups and developing 
countries are vetting for a Climate 
Fund to be established in Cancun 
that is governed and monitored by 
the United Nations. 

Another big issue in Cancun is 
adaptation — support to the world’s 
poorest and most vulnerable com- 
munities to cope with the impacts of 
climate change. Changing weather 
patterns have taken a devastating 
toll on countries around the world, 
which has made adaptation a prior- 
ity, from the heatwaves in Russia 


Canada plays an important role 
in building this trust. With the Sen 
ate defeat of Bill C-311, the Climate 
Change Accountability Act that set 
science-based emissions reduction 
targets, the Canadian Delegation has 
shown up to Cancun empty handed 

European countries and many en 
vironment groups urge Canada to 
reduce its greenhouse gas pollution 
to 20 per cent below 1990 levels by 
2020, but since 1990 our greenhouse 
gas emissions levels have actually 
grown by 24 per cent 

As one of the wealthiest countries 
in the world, Canada can define its 
role in Cancun as a leader, Eyes arc 
on Cancun to see if we take on this 
opportunity.

rude and abusive to front-line medi 
cal staff. Liepert, a sensitive, caring 
man (cough-cough) took exception 
and nothing makes a rude and abu- 
sive person angrier than being called 
rude and abusive. That was it for 
Sherman, of course. You can't per- 
sonally criticize a cabinet minister, 
particularly a powerful one. Liepert 
should, of course, just gritted his 
teeth and let it slide with a warning 
to Sherman, but clearly he’s not that 
kind of guy. 

The Tories were apparently un 
familiar with the saying ‘keep your 
friends close, and your enemies 
closer’. So Sherman got the heave 
ho, and suddenly he’s a hero. An ac- 
cidental hero, mind you — his e-mail 
was leaked, and not deliberately made 
public — but a hero nonetheless. Af- 
ter creating this Frankenstein/hero, 


things got worse. Sherman then 
made a series of unfounded and 
impossible to prove statements that 
the government was out to get him, 
that Stelmach wanted his medical li- 
cence, that he was called a “cancer” 
(this one sounds true), and that the 
government was out to get him by 
questioning his mental health, via a 
phone call from MLA Fred Horne to 
the AMA about Sherman's mental 
state. 

I have no idea what to make of 
this, to be honest. It doesn’t ring 
true to me that the Tones, as vindic- 
tive and desperate as they are, would 
conspire, in such a brazen form, to 
quash the medical career of Sher- 
man. Nor do I believe that Stelmach 
would try to get Sherman's medical 
licence, Stelmach may not be a can- 
didate for Mensa at any time in the 
future, and his political instincts are 


pathetic, but he's not stupid_ 

Horne, the MLA who made the call 
to the AMA about Sherman, spoke 
in the legislature on Monday, and 
was quite convincing in saying that 
his only concern was the well-being 
of his “friend.” Still, it was a shock 
ingly dumb thing to do. 

Now comes the revelation by the 
Liberals of a government Power- 
Point presentation that suggested 
extensive privatization of the health: 
care system. That means a few more 
days of relentless pounding in the 
legislature, and an increasingly an 
gry and suspicious public, 

For Ed Stelmach, this session of the 
legislature can't end soon enough. It 
has been one, long, complete and to 
tal screw up.

All-Natural Sweetener Stevia Making Inroads

Are artificial sweeteners safe for con 
sumption? This has been in question 
for many years and there are numer- 
ous arguments and studies on both 
sides of the debate. 

Artificial sweeteners burst onto 
the market in the 1950s, hailed as 
a miraculous discovery for weight 
loss and diabetes. Since then, there 
has been a list of available artificial 
sweeteners and numerous compli 
cated studies that are associated with 
their safety — or lack thereof. Aspar- 
tame is one of the more popular arti- 
ficial sweeteners and is found in more 
than 6,000 foods. Other artificial 
sweeteners include sucralose, sac- 
charin, acesulfame K and neotame 
Essentially, these are substances 
whose chemical structures are simi- 
lar to that of common sugar, but that 
are non-nutritive in nature, meaning 
that they don’t provide any calories. 
Further, their affect on blood sugar 
levels is negligible in comparison to 
common sugar. The most common 
foods that contain artificial sweeten- 
ers are calorie reduced, diet and low 
fat products, sugar-free products, 
gums and breath mints. 

Over the years, there have been 
many attempts to ban artificial 
sweeteners (especially aspartame) 


from the market. These att 


have been rooted in a myriad of stud 





ies indicating that artificial sweeten 
ers can exacerbate and even cause a 
disturbing list of physiological chal 
lenges such as tumours

idea that possible ill effects from 
consuming artificial sweeteners are 
only allegations. It's valid to say that 
in many cases — it would take a phe 
nomenal amount of any of the arti 
ficial sweeteners mentioned here to 
cause any of the above listed disor 
ders. However, if you have a choice 
between a manufactured good and 
something that grows naturally, it's 
always better to choose that which 
is most health promoting. Artifi- 
cial sweeteners, while they may not 
immediately cause glaring adverse 
symptoms, can't exactly be consid. 
ered health promoting 

I believe that the primary point of 
consideration here is that artificial 
sweeteners are man-made in labora 
tories. From a holistic nutritional per 
spective, all foods that have been al 
tered by man ought to be in question 
when contemplating one’s overall 
and optimal expression of health and 
wellness. All manufactured foods are 
less than life giving in that they are 
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dead themselves — they haven't t

Does It Pay To Turn Back The Thermostat? 


THE STRAIGHT DOPE CECIL ADAMS 
ALITTLE THERMOSTAT KNOW- 
HOW WILL SAVE YOU MONEY 





Which scenario uses less energy in 
home heating, and thus saves more 
money: (a) before going to bed, turn 
ing the thermostat down from 20 C 
to 15 C, then turning it up again in 
the morning, or (b) leaving it at 20 
C all night? (Assume the outside 
temperature rises to 7 C in the day 
and drops to -4 C at night.) I always 
believed (a) would use less energy, 
but people tell me that (b) uses less, 
because reheating the house to 68 in 
the morning uses more energy than 
keeping it at that temperature all 
night. This doesn't make sense to me, 
but I defer to your wisdom,

Ah, yes, Ladysmith, B.C., justly fa 
mous as the birthplace of Pamela An 
derson. Pam left long ago, of course, 
evidently repelled by her country 
men's inadequate understanding of 
efficient furnace operation, Thanks 
to you, Bill, she won't need to stay 
away much longer. The blue flame of 
enlightenment is about to ignite 

Lowering your thermostat during 
times when you need heat less (e.g, 
when you're asleep or out of the 
house) is called thermostat setback; 
the equivalent practice in summer 
time is thermostat setup. In theory, 
thermostat setback and setup will 
simost always save energy, based 
on the following simple principle of 
heat transfer: the rate of heat loss 
(or gain) is primarily a function of 
the difference in temperature be 
tween two objects, such as your 
house and the surrounding air. In 
the winter, the colder your house 


is allowed to get, the slower it loses 





oS < > 
heat. Although your heater may 
run for a while during the recovery 
period when it’s bringing the house 
back up to temperature, you still use 
less energy than you would keeping 
the house at a constant temperature 
around the clock 

A lot of people, not just in Ladys. 
mith, don't get this — in fact they're 
baffled by the entire subject of ther 
mostats. One researcher estimated 
in 1986 that as much as half the pop 
ulace subscribes to what he called 
“valve theory,” namely the belief 
that the thermostat functions like a 
gas pedal: the higher you set it, the 
hotter your furnace runs. In reality, 


most furnaces pump out heat at the 


same rate regardless of the setting; 
they just cycle on and off as needed 
to keep the house at whatever temp 
the thermostat dictates. 

Failing to grasp the subtleties of 
home heating can be expensive. At 
one tire the U_S. Department of En 
ergy was urging Americans to install 
programmable thermostats, which 
can be set to automatically turn the 
heat down when it's not needed 
These devices were thought to gener 
ate savings of 10 to 30 per cent, and 
close to half of U.S. homes now have 
them. In 2006, though, the DOE 
stopped pushing the thermostats, 
which aren't cheap, after multiple 
studies showed the actual savings 


was zero — not because the inventors 
hadn't understood the laws of phys: 
ics, but because consumers didn't use 
the things nght. They couldn't figure 
out how to program the thermo: 
stats, didn't believe they'd workeand 
so didn't bother, set the temperature 
higher during the day and thereby 
cancelled out the savings from the 
setback at night, and so on 

Used correctly, however, program: 
mable thermostats indisputably 
work, and so does setting back the 
thermostat manually, provided you 
do it systematically. My indefatigable 
assistant Una conducted a long-term 
research project in which she in 
stalled a programmable thermostat 


in her house, aggressively dialed 
back the nighttime setting for winter, 
then tracked her energy use for three 
years, using data from the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Adminis: 

tration to correct for outdoor tem 

perature differences before and after 
installation. Result: she saved about 
28 per cent on her winter gas bill 

enough to recover the thermostat's 
$120 cost in three months. 

Granted, Una’s situation was un 
usual: 

+ Her preferred wintertime ther 
mostat setting had long been a toasty 
24C 

+ She set the overnight tempera 
ture on the new thermostat all the 
way down to 10 C. 

+ Her house is older, with poor win 
dows and Eisenhower-era insulation, 
and may fairly be described as an 
energy sieve. (Since a well-insulated 
house loses less heat to start with 
any savings due to setting back the 
thermostat are likely to be modest.) 

What kind of savings are mor: 
typical? Tough call due to wide varia 
tion in houses, heating systems, cli 
mate, and energy costs. A study of 
two identical Canadian test houses 
showed an I-degree setback over 
night and during work hours gen 
erated a 13 per cent savings in gas 
and a two per cent savings in elec 
tricity (the furnace blower ran less) 
My guess is that's better than most 
people will get. A U.S. study of 2,658 
gas-heated homes using program 
mable thermostats found a six per 
cent reduction in energy use. 

Still, you ought to see some savings 
If not, various confounding factors 
could be in play, one of which may be 
that you're a knucklehead. You won't 
know till you try. Good luck

You can hear it every time your aching heart swells and con- 
tracts — the contradictions that David Vertesi revels in, the beat 
that drives his songs and in turn makes his own pulse throb all 
the more. The Hey Ocean! bassist has dubbed his solo debut 
Cardiography, based on the cardiograph devices that doctors 
use to monitor heart movements — a title that captures the push 
and pull between logical science and the organ that symbolizes 
our spirit and soul. 

“I find it inspiring because I think contrast and contradic- 
tion are integral parts of love,” Vertesi says of the album's title 
and theme. “It's a constant battle between the emotional self 
and the logical self, what I want versus what's good for me, pure 
joy followed by deep depression. | felt like in order to make [the 
album] truly about love, it needed to have those contradictions 
.. cardiography, technically meaning ‘heart writing’ seemed to 
fit” 

It's a whole new method for Vertesi's music making — his 
broken heart pulsing the blood through his wounds, a crimson 
ink for him to write with in order to help those gashes scab 
over. It makes for yet another contrast in his life, a batch of far 
more subdued tunes than the ones he helped create as a mem- 
ber of Hey Ocean! alongside front woman flutist Ashleigh Ball 
and guitarist David Beckingham. Cardiography is by no means 
a staggering departure, sharing much of gentle lilting tones 
that made his band’s songs so sweetly fetching. But the cele- 





bratory vibes of much of the trio's most famous work — from 
the hearty indie house party standard “Terribly Stable” to the 
smoothly swaggering “A Song About California” — are mostly 
absent on Vertesi's solo debut. 

“The record follows my journey falling in and out of love, 
and was in some ways an attempt to make sense of it all as it 
was happening,” Vertesi says of Cardiography, before chuckling 
softly. “When I put it like that it sounds pretty trite, but | sup- 
pose I was really just writing about my life.” 

If Hey Ocean!'s rhythms were meant to be a party’s beacon, 
then Cardiography is the inevitable hangover's remedy — an al- 
bum soaked with synths that soothe like a dose of Ambien and 
pulse like a lulling, ambient light. 

Vertesi’s lyrics follow suit — directly earnest turns of phrase 
about the contradictions that grip him like: “Some say love is all 
it takes, some say love is just one big mistake,” on the albums’ 
lead track, “Mountainside.” The last key ingredient on that song 
is critical darling Hannah Georgas' shrill, instantly recognizable, 
backing vocals. Vertesi says the budding songstress and Lon- 
don Ontario rap Laurette Shad K (who was featured on the Hey 
Ocean! song “Vagabond"), are his favourite musical cohorts. 

“I could write pages about either of them, they are two of 
my closest friends and | find them inspiring as people as well as 
artists,” Vertesi says of Shad and Georgas. “Both of them are 
honest and intelligent writers, love all kinds of music, and are 
always learning and expanding their scope as artists. In short, 
they're the kind of artists | want to be.” 

Shad says the feeling is more than mutual. 

“Dave's just got a tremendous enthusiasm for all 
kinds of music, 1 love working with him because of 
that,” the rapper says of Vertesi. “He's a really solid musician 
who can focus really well in the studio or in rehearsals and work 
hard. He's always excited to write and play, he's got a great spirit 
in that way." 

That tenacious spirit is most apparetigehien Vertesi 
goes it alone on Cardiography with songs like “All Night, 
All Night, All Night,” that feature no guest spots or backing vo-

calists, only the songwriter and his most vivid memories. On 
that particular song his inspiration would seem obvious, es- 
pecially with lines like “My father walks down the stairs, it's 5 
a.m. Dark as the suit that he wears, and where's his son been?” 
But of course, Vertesi said that song contains far more contrast 
than it seems 

“It's funny that a lot of people have asked me 
about my father in relation to this song because it's not about 
my father at all.” 

“It's actually about young love, but the image of my dad 
walking down the stairs in the morning really seems to hit 
home,” Vertesi says of “All Night.” “I like to think that, when 
people choose that interpretation of the song, it says more about 
their relationship with their own father than it does about mine 
with my dad. It's kind of them saying, ‘I love my dad too,’ and 
that's awesome.” 

It's a song meant to be so personal that it becomes univer- 
sal, yet another contradiction to spark Vertesi's imagination. 
And yet no matter how hard he tries, he has yet to truly capture 
the source of that spark — the more sense he tries to make of 
those push-and-pull contradictions, the more his lyrics merely 
reflect that beguiled state's confusion. 

That aching sentiment is all to clear on Cadiography's 
sparsest song, "Heart's Don't Break, People Do”, where a 
few threadbare guitar notes are Vertesi’s only backdrop as he 
blatantly croons “With lonely hearts, and foolish pride, it makes 
no difference to be defined. It's just the way we talk about when 
love runs out.” 

Those. lyrics hinge not only on heartbreak, but on 
Vertesi’s inability to completely capture that feeling in the tune 
~ a pursuit that he'll continue to pour his all into. 

“That's a hard song to sing for me because it's extreme- 
ly personal,” he says of “Hearts Don't Break, People Do.” 
“It's meant to highlight that contrast between emotion and 
logic ... | think most people will agree that love is rarely logical, 
and as such I find that when you really try to make sense of 
heartbreak you always get stuck on the semantics.”

like “| eat my rider, got cheese for a week” 
made me laugh out loud, and the song

Fox has been a touring machine 
with Shai Hulud since its humble be- 
ginnings, despite its revolving door 
of close to 25 ex-members, but he 
doesn't find a lot of differences be 
tween touring now and touring back 
in Shai Hulud’s supposed heyday in 
the late '90s. 

“We were new and fresh back then, 
so we had the hype machine backing 
us up. Now, we're mainly playing to 
the loyals,” Fox observes about the 
progress in his career. “But, we're 
still broke, we still tour in a crappy, 
taped together van, and we never 
got so huge that touring has ever 
changed for us. There's this miscon- 
ception that at one point, we were 
playing to hundreds of people every 
night, We've always been a hardcore 
band playing in basements for the 
die-hards.” 
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As many loyals and die-hards that 
there are still going to the shows, 
Shai Hulud experienced a great deal 
of criticism from some of its fans 
when the band made the jump from 
hardcore label Revelation Records to 
Metal Blade Records. 

“A lot of people felt negative about 
Metal Blade. There’s something elit- 
ist about hardcore. ‘Oh, | don't like 
metal, | like hardcore,” Fox com- 
ments about some of the things he's 
heard. “And there was this thing with 
some of the fans saying ‘Oh, now 
these guys are a metal band,’ but 
that's clearly not the case. | was also 
receiving messages that said ‘Con- 
gratulations of releasing your best 
album,’ talking about Misanthropy 
Pure.” 

Misanthropy Pure, Shai Hulud's 
Metal Blade debut in 2008 has re- 
ceived praise and flack from fans 
and critics alike; but, the most ques 
tioned aspect to this album is the re- 


recording of the essential Shai Hulud 
song. 

“["Set Your Body Ablaze") is a 
staple song that I think suffered be 
cause it was on such a random re- 


lease. We would play it live, expect- 
ing the crowd to go nuts, and no one 
would react to it,” Fox explains about 
this crucial track. “We wanted to re- 


record it with the care and precision 
we thought it deserved 

“A lot of fans weren't happy with 
it in the same way | wasn't happy

| validation, the big-time literary hero

dissing games as “rubbish” — admit- 
ting that not only is he down with the 
bleep-blorp, but that he's given his 
world of fantasy and fable the Scott 
Pilgrim treatment, complete with ex- 
tra lives and save points. Swoon! 

I'm a little skeptical, myself; I get 
mire than a whiff of calculated mar: 
keting off the whole idea, a smart 
fellow with a great instinct for global 


culture stoking up his book with a bit 
of pop heat. Because, really, to say 
that Luka and the Fire of Life (or any 
other narrative work, for that mat 
ter) is inspired by the structure of 
video games is a little disingenuous, 
since the “structure of video games” 
is the structure of myth and fable 
anyway. Call, Quest, Change, Re 
turn .... in interviews, Rushide's just 
rhetorically find-replaced Lara Croft 
for Gilgamesh. A fairy-tale actually 
inspired by video games would be 
something else entirely

Julian Forrest has a really tough job. 
No, he is not an underwater welder. 
Nor is he a bounty hunter from the 
future that is sent back to steril- 
ize Brian Mulroney; he is an art- 
ist. You see, not only does he have 
to try to get honest art across in a 
world where pop singers are consid- 
ered artists, but he also has to do so 
knowing that true artists don't make 
it easy for themselves. 

“The word artist is bastardized,” 
Forrest laughs. “Subway sandwich 
artist or Justin Bieber is an artist. 
Come on, we don't have a lot going 
for us, can we still keep the word art- 
ist? 

“But in all seriousness, | think we 
made our own bed when we expected 
people to come on board with some 
works that are indigestible. It's not 
just about process or concept be- 
cause, at the end of the day, like ev- 
eryone else I love films’ music. But 
| feel that the artist’s-role is to try to 
tell you truth that helps you to deci- 
pher something about the time that

you live in. Narrative is important 
and there will always be a necessity 
for it that is never going to die. 

“This collection is a little bit of a 
departure from my last,” continues 
Forrest.” It's more allegorical and 
still somewhat whimsical. My work 
always looks at masculinity in vari 
ous ways and this still does that but 
it's much more about looking at it 
metaphorically. It's somewhat play 
fully at times using nostalgia from 
film, music and pop culture but there 
is always a twisted sense of what is 
going on. This show is very playful. 
but still very bizarre 

Forrest's use of found imagery 
is prevalent in most of his body of 
work. Using the Internet as a muse 
he is a collector of sorts. It's his use 
of these images that is the interesting 
part. It may make you may say things 
like, “Why is that bear's balloon the 
Dukes of Hazzard car?” Or, “Why 
does that make perfect sense?” 

“L love the fact that we are in this 
age where there is this plethora of 
information and it is all available,” 
Forrest says. “Everyone seems to 
consider themselves and artist and 
wants to document themselves. 

“I surf this stuff and collect it; | 
love taking things and putting them 
in different context 

“Looking at things now, taking it 
out of its element, putting it in a new 


context and coming to a peripheral 





understanding of the moment, It’s 
sing the object as a visual short 
hand, using images over and over in 


different ways. 

Sometimes people will come up 
and say that the images I use are so 
about Alberta or about Canada, but 
often the images I found are from 
Germany or the States. 

None of the sources are from Al 
berta but is speaks about something 
here.” 

As for ‘getting it’ or not, there re 
ally isn’t any worry about that in For 
rest's Harcourt show. It's not that it 
is beyond understanding, but that it 
is layered to be available from many 
different perspectives 

“Truthfully, this show sings,” says 
Forrest. “This is the one that allows 
people to access it in a different way. 
Sometimes people who are a more 
general audience may not know what 
I'm doing, but this show references 
a lot of familiar imagery. Everyone 
may not know what the painting is 
about but at least there is a comfort 
able access point.” 

And when you do understand a 


piece, make sure you go up to the | 


artist and tell them what their work 
is about. Let them know that you 
know that their existential treatise 
has hints of a post-modern Dadaist 
exposition.
